1. Cubs celebration

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20 U.S. & WORLD STORIES THAT 
HAD PEOPLE TALKING IN 2016

Y ou could call 20 i 6 a lot of things. A dumpster fire. 

A hot mess. Ayear we can’t wait to forget. There 
was some good news— remember Chicago’s paleta 
man? And there was some weird news —we know 
you remember Harambe. But unfortunately, a lot of the year was 
dominated by, well, bad news. Here are 20 of the biggest stories — 
five each from the U.S., the world and Chicago, plus five extras.

O AII across the country, 

governments, school districts 
and more discussed so-called 
“bathroom bills,” which regulate 
access to bathrooms and other public 
facilities by transgender people. The 
most high-profile was North Carolina’s 
HB2. which, among other things, 
made it clear that in that state people 


must use the restroom corresponding 
with the gender on their birth 
certificate, sexual orientation is not 
protected under state law and cities 
are not allowed to make their own 
rules on those matters. Backlash was 
strong, with events such as NCAA 
championships and the NBA All-Star 
Game being canceled or moved out of 
the state. The law is currently the 
target of multiple lawsuits. 


O In the early hours of June 12, a 
gunman killed 49 people at 
Orlando’s Pulse nightclub, a popular 
space for the local gay community. 
The incident was declared the 
deadliest mass shooting in modern 
U.S. history, both an act of terrorism 
(among other links, the shooter 
pledged allegiance to the Islamic 
State in a 911 call) and a hate crime. 
Vigils were held around the country, 
and donors worldwide raised millions 
for victims and their families. 

© Tensions surrounding the 
killings of black men by 
police peaked during a three-day 
stretch in early July, when the deaths 
of Alton Sterling in Baton Rouge, La., 
and Philando Castile in St. Paul, 

Minn., sparked protests across the 
country, including one in Dallas 
where a gunman killed five police 
officers. But police shootings and 
subsequent protests were a 
yearlong, nationwide occurrence-in 
Milwaukee, T ulsa, Okla., and 
Charlotte, N.C, to name three-and 
the National Law Enforcement 


Officers memorial fund reports that 
64 police officers have been shot 
and killed this year, which CNN says 
is the most since 2011. 

O A Texas-based company’s plan 
to build a pipeline (known as 
the Dakota Access Pipeline) to 
move oil from North Dakota to 
Illinois has long drawn opposition 
from North Dakota’s Standing Rock 
Sioux tribe, as the pipe would run 
under their reservation’s primary 
drinking water source and through a 
sacred burial ground. The matter 
drew national attention this year as 
protests and tensions increased, 
including one incident where police 
sprayed protesters with water 
cannons in freezing weather and 
another where actress Shailene 
Woodley was arrested while 
protesting. While the story isn’t over 
yet, protestors claimed a victory in 
December when the Army Corps of 
Engineers denied a construction 
permit for the project, halting work 
while “alternate routes” are 
explored. 


© Look, we could put together a 
whole issue recapping the 
circus that was the 2016 election, 
but we’ll keep this brief. The year 
started out with a dozen or so 
Republican candidates duking it out 
-Fiorina, Christie, Bush, Carson, 
Rubio, Cruz, Kasich and more-and a 
solid race between Hillary Clinton 
and Bernie Sanders, but by the 
summer it officially came down to 
Clinton vs. Donald Trump. Vice 
presidents were named. Debates 
were held. There were scandals, like 
Clinton’s emails and Trump’s “Access 
Hollywood” video, to name two 
(again, keeping this brief). Chicago 
was even pulled into national 
election news at least twice, first 
after Trump threatened the 
Cubs-owning Ricketts family on 
Twitter and again when his rally at 
the University of Illinois at Chicago 
Pavilion in March was canceled after 
protesters and supporters clashed 
inside and outside the arena. Finally, 
on Nov. 8, America voted, and Trump 
won.

0 2016 saw its fair share of 
terrorist attacks, many of 
which were claimed by or blamed on 
the Islamic State. In Brussels. Belgium, 
bombings at an airport and a subway 
station killed about 30 people and 
injured some 300 more. In Nice, 
France, about 85 people died when a 
man drove a truck through a crowd of 
people gathered to watch Bastille Day 
fireworks. Multiple bombings rocked 
Istanbul throughout the year, and in 
June, about 45 people were killed in 
an attack on Istanbul’s airport. 

O An outbreak of the Zika virus, 
largely known for causing birth 
defects, began last year in Brazil, but 
it was declared a global emergency 
by the WHO in February, and by June 
the CDC had announced 234 cases in 
the U.S. The WHO ended its global 
emergency last month, but cases are 
still being reported and affected 
babies still being born. 

O Two naturai disasters that had 
people talking this year, in 
addition to the wildfires that swept 
parts of the U.S., were a magnitude-6.2 
earthquake in central Italy that leveled 
entire towns, killing almost 300 
people, and Hurricane Matthew, 
which killed almost 1,000 people in 
Haiti and over 30 in the LI.S. 

O The ongoing civil war in Syria 

has left hundreds of thousands 
of people dead yet still not garnered 
much of a strong international 
response. Some hope arrived in 
mid-December when, amid reports of 
government atrocities in the city of 
Aleppo, deals were reached for a 
ceasefire and evacuation there, but 
they quickly collapsed. 

O On June 23, residents of the 
United Kingdom voted on 
whether to stay in or leave the 
European Union, a matter that 
became known as Brexit (Britain + 
exit). “Leave" won 52 percent to 
48 percent, setting off all kinds of 
political, economic and cultural 
turmoil, including the resignation of 
Prime Minister David Cameron and 
the naming of Theresa May as his 
successor. 




CHICAGO 

Don’t worry, we didn’t forget the Cubs. 
You’ll read all about them tomorrow. 

Fatal shootings in the city 
were up throughout the year, 
and according to Police Department 
records, in early December, the city's 
homicide count passed 700 for the 
first time in nearly two decades. 

The fallout from the 2014 death 
of Laquan McDonald, a black 
teen shot by a Chicago police officer, 
continued into 2016 as it led to 
turnover in some important positions. 
Cook County State’s Attorney Anita 
Alvarez got voted out, losing her bid 


for re-election in the March primary, 
and Kim Foxx won the position in 
November. Chicago Police 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy was 
forced to resign last December, and in 
March, Mayor Emanuel named his 
replacement: Eddie Johnson, 
formerly the Bureau of Patrol chief. 

The saga surrounding George 
Lucas’ proposed lakefront 
museum was a messy one, entailing 
talks with the Bears about parking, 
criticism of its design and a federal 
lawsuit filed by Friends of the Parks. 
Lucas ultimately abandoned his 
Chicago plans in June.

Chicagoans weren’t shy about 


making their voices heard this 
year, organizing protests including 
“Freedom Square,” where people 
from several activist groups camped 
out for 40-plus days to protest the 
Chicago Police Department’s 
reportedly abuse-filled Homan Square 
facility; a Millennium Park rally and 
downtown march after the shooting 
of black 18-year-old Paul O’Neal by 
Chicago Police; and several nights of 
marching through the Loop after 
Donald Trump’s election victory. 

And, finally, one of the city’s 
brightest moments in news this 


year: After Chicagoan Joel Cervantes 
spotted 89-year-old Fidencio 
Sanchez pushing his paleta cart 
through Little Village, he and Joe 
Loera set up a GoFundMe page “to 
help him with whatever we can.” The 
campaign went viral and ended up 
netting $384,260. 




O EI Chapo, leader of Mexico’s 
Sinaloa drug cartel, was 
captured in early January after 
escaping from a high-security prison 
in July 2015. 


O News broke in early April of the 
Panama Papers, leaked 
documents from a Panama law firm 
that detail offshore entities used by 
some of the world’s rich and powerful 
for reasons including tax evasion. 
Among those named were the 
presidents of Ukraine and Argentina, 
along with, oddly, actress Emma 
Watson, whose representatives said in 
a statement that she had an offshore 
account to protect her privacy. 


© Following a push to get a 
woman onto U.S. currency, 

T reasury Secretary Jack Lew 
announced in April that a redesigned 
$20 bill will feature Harriet Tubman 
on the front. A previous plan to put a 
woman on the $10 had been derailed 
by, among other things, outcry from 
fans of the musical “Hamilton” fighting 
to keep the founding father on the bill. 


O Sorry in advance, but we 

couldn’t leave this out. In May, a 
child got into the gorilla enclosure at 
the Cincinnati Zoo, and after he was 
grabbed and dragged by Harambe, a 
17-year-old gorilla, zookeepers make 
the controversial decision to kill the 
animal for the boy’s safety. The 
internet still has not recovered. 


O The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission announced 
an official recall of Samsung Galaxy 
Note? smartphones in September 
after several incidents of the phones’ 
batteries exploding. It announced 
another recall in October after 
replacement phones did the same, 
and finally Samsung decided to stop 
making them altogether.
